Obama gives Wall Street 
tough talk on anniversary 
of Lehman collapse

NEW YORK President Obama sternly warned 
Wall Street on Monday against returning to 
the sort of reckless and unchecked behavior 
that threatened the nation with a second Great 
Depression. 

Even as he noted the U.S. economy and 
financial system were pulling out of a down- 
ward spiral, Obama warned financial titans on 
the first anniversary of the Lehman Brothers 
collapse that they could not count on any more 
bailouts. 

He credited his administration and the 
$787 billion stimulus package rammed through 
Congress in the first days of his taking office for 
pulling the country back from the brink. 

“We can be confident that the storms of 
the past two years are beginning to break,” he 
said. 

And even as the economy begins a “return to 
normalcy,” Obama said, “normalcy cannot lead 
to complacency” 

Nevertheless, Obama said, “Instead of learn- 
ing the lessons of Lehman and the crisis from 
which we are still recovering, they are choosing 
to ignore them.” 

His tough message warned the financial com- 
munity to “hear my words: We will not go back 
to the days of reckless behavior and unchecked 
excess at the heart of this crisis, where too many 
were motivated only by the appetite for quick 
kills and bloated bonuses.” 

Obama spoke at Lederal Hall in the heart of 
Wall Street before an audience that included 
members of the financial community, lawmak- 
ers and top administration officials. Afterward, 
he joined former President Bill Clinton for 
lunch at a New York restaurant as the White

House announced Obama would address the 
annual meeting of the Clinton Global Initiative 
Sept. 22 while in New York for the United 


Nations General Assembly meeting. 

In marking his determination to prevent a 
repeat of the crisis that nearly brought down 
the global financial system last fall, Obama 
said he was attacking the problem on several 
broad fronts, including asking Congress to 
approve new rules to protect consumers and 
a new Consumer Linancial Protection Agency 
to enforce those rules. He also called for the 
closure of regulator loopholes and overlap that 
“were at the heart of the crisis” because they 
left key officials without “the authority to take 
action.” 


Patrick 
Swayze 
dead at 57

LOS ANGELES Patrick Swayze, the hunky 
actor who danced his way into viewers’ 
hearts with “Dirty Dancing” and then 
broke them with “Ghost,” died Monday 
after a battle with pancreatic cancer. He 
was 57. 

“Patrick Swayze passed away peace- 
fully today with family at his side after 
facing the challenges of his illness for the 
last 20 months,” 
said a state- 
ment released 
Monday evening 
by his publicist, 

Annett Wolf 
No other details 
were given. 

Pans of the 
actor were sad- 
dened to learn in March 2008 that 
Swayze was suffering from a particularly 
deadly form of cancer. 

He had kept working despite the 
diagnosis, putting together a memoir 
with his wife and shooting “The Beast,” 
a Chicago-based A&E drama series for 
which he had already made the pilot. It 
drew a respectable 1.3 million viewers 
when the 13 episodes ran in 2009, but 
A&E said it had reluctantly decided not 
to renew it for a second season. 

Swayze said he opted not to use pain- 
killing drugs while making “The Beast” 
because they would have taken the edge 
off his performance. He acknowledged 
that time might be running out given the 
grim nature of the disease. 

When he first went public with the ill- 
ness, some reports gave him only weeks 
to live, but his doctor said his situation 
was “considerably more optimistic” than 
that. 

“I’d say five years is pretty wishful 
thinking,” Swayze told ABC’s Barbara 
Walters in early 2009. 

“Two years seems likely if you’re going 
to believe statistics. I want to last until 
they find a cure, which means I’d better 
get a fire under it.” 

A three-time Golden Globe nominee, 
Swayze became a star with his perfor- 
mance as the misunderstood bad boy 
Johnny Castle in “Dirty Dancing.” As 
the son of a choreographer who began 
his career in musical theater, he seemed 
a natural to play the role. 


NFL players have science on the brain

donated their brains and spinal cord tissue to a Boston 
University medical school program that studies sports brain 
injuries. 

Even though dozens of former NEE players have agreed 
to donate their brains after death, center Matt Birk of the 
Baltimore Ravens, linebacker Lofa Tatupu of the Seattle 
Seahawks and receiver Sean Morey of the Arizona Cardinals 


are the first active players to do so. 

The goal of the university’s Center for the Study of 
Traumatic Encephalopathy is to better understand the long- 
term effects of repeated concussions. 

“When you are active, your contract— what you get paid— 
is based on the perception of your health, and no player 
wants to be perceived as being prone to concussions,” said 
Chris Nowinski, the center’s co-director. “That’s why I am so 
impressed with these guys. I hope they are the first of many”

Olympic messages 
irk some CTA riders 


Call it ad nausea. Riders have been complaining non-stop to “(Toing 
Public” about the audio messages on the CTA buses that feature 
Olympians professing their support for Chicago’s bid for the 2016 
Olympics, 

“In addition to crowded trains and buses, frequent delays, stacked 
buses and unsanitary conditions, I have to listen to the city trying to 
sell me on the Olympics?” Kimberly Austin, 29, of Noble Square wrote 
to“GP,” 

The seven pro-Olympics messages are offered by sprinter Connie 
Moore, gymnasts Bart Conner and Nadia Comaneci, swimmers Gary 
Hall Jr, and Donna de Varona, martial artist Arlene Limas and paralym- 
pian Paul Moran, Moore, Conner, Limas and Moran are Chicagoland 
natives. 

Calling them messages and not ads, the CTA said these audio clips 
rotate with CTA announcements about every 20 minutes. The mes- 
sages were paid for by the Chicago 2016 group, said the CTA, which 
does not sell audio advertising to businesses. 

The messages are set to air on all CTA buses from Sept, 10 through 
Oct, I, the CTA said. The International Olympic Committee will 
announce its decision Oct, 2, 

“I have to say it seems like a waste of money to promote the 
Olympics to Chicagoans commuting to work,” Midge Lacroix of 
Dunning wrote to “GP” “We aren’t the ones that Chicago 2016 
needs to convince of Chicago’s suitability to host the Olympics— the 
Olympic Committee is— so this promotion makes no sense to this 
Chicagoan who is just going about the business of getting to work to 
make a living,” 

A recent Tribune poll found 45 percent of Chicagoans surveyed 
oppose the plans for the Olympics, while 47 percent support them.

Nick Altmann of Ravenswood has a bone to pick with the CTA, 
Altmann, 30, said he had his back bike tire stolen from a rack outside 
the Damen Brown Line station on Thursday He blamed the lack of 
bike parking inside the station,

Mother took her shift 
that night she says

The daughter of the owners of the Brown’s 
Chicken restaurant who were slain with five 
employees in 1993 testified Monday she was 
scheduled to work that night but her mother 
took her place. 

Dana Sampson remained composed 
through much of her brief testimony but 
her voice grew choked as she recalled that 
the next time she saw her parents was at 
their funeral. 

As she left the witness stand, Sampson 
gave a long, hard look at James Degorski, 
who prosecutors allege killed Sampson’s 
parents, Richard and Lynn Ehlenfeldt, and 
the others because he and Juan Luna wanted 
to do something big. 

Degorski met her gaze briefly and blinked 
rapidly before looking away 

He could receive the death penalty if con- 
victed. Luna was found guilty and sentenced 
to life in prison in 2007. 

Sampson told jurors that on Jan. 8, 1993, 
she was working at the restaurant between 
semesters at college but switched shifts with 
her mother so that she could go to dinner 
with her boyfriend and his parents. 

When she returned home early the fol- 
lowing morning, she noticed that her par- 
ent’s car was missing and there were no tire 
tracks in the snow. 

She said that at about 3 a.m., she and her 
grandmother drove over to the restaurant, 
which was bathed in the flashing lights of 
police cars and ambulances. 

Also testifying was a medical worker at 
the Cook County Jail who said that in May 
2002, Degorski told her he killed the victims 
for fun. Alesia Hines said she was treating 
him for a broken jaw 

But Hines’ credibility was attacked by the 
defense. She admitted that she never wrote 
down Degorski’s alleged confession in any 
report and has given slightly different ver- 
sions of his statement over the years. 


Loyola mandates all 
medical center workers 
receive vaccine

Every year, top U.S. health officials send out 
widely publicized reminders to get vaccinated 
against seasonal flu. And every year, more than 
60 percent of the public looks the other way, 
deciding against the shots either out of fear or 
simple disinterest. 

Even more surprising, nearly 50 percent of 
the nation’s health-care workers also ignore 
the reminder, often for the same reasons. They 
think they don’t need it, doubt its efficacy or 
are convinced the vaccine carries risks of dan- 
gerous side effects. 

The combination of laxity and resistance 
is a big concern this season as the U.S. faces 
a double-barreled blast of seasonal flu and 
a renewed outbreak of an even more wide- 
spread HiNi swine flu. 

HiNi has spread as a worldwide pandemic 
since it appeared in the U.S. last April, and it is 
picking up strength here again. The concern 


is that with both Bus spreading, patients seek- 
ing help at hospitals and clinics could overtax 
health services and a lot of sick health workers 
would compound the problem. 

Eailure of a significant number of health- 
care workers to take either or both vaccines 
could pose a danger to their patients if they 
contract the sickness and help spread it, and 
also to their own families and friends if they 
take it home with them, experts warn. 

“The last thing we should be doing is putting 
our patients at risk when it is totally unneces- 
sary,” said Jorge Parada, director of infection 
control at Loyola University Health System in 
Maywood. “In a patient-care sort of setting, 
this is a big, big safety issue.” 

This month, Loyola announced it was doing 
something deemed rather drastic by others in 
the medical community: The medical center 
has told all 7,825 of its employees— from doc- 
tors to housekeepers— that being vaccinated 
for seasonal flu is a condition of employment. 
Get it or leave. 

In October, when the swine flu vaccine is 
expected to be ready for mass distribution, 
Loyola may also make it mandatory 


The risk, Parada said, is twofold. Eirst, hospi- 
tal employees might be infected by the flu virus 
and come to work before flu symptoms appear, 
spreading the virus to patients already weak- 
ened and hospitalized with other ailments. 

Second, healthy hospital workers might pick 
up the flu virus from patients, taking it home 
from work to spread it even more widely to 
their own family and community 

The number of unvaccinated health work- 
ers “is a bit surprising,” said Katherine Harris, 
a Rand Corporation researcher who studies flu 
vaccine acceptance in the U.S. “We think health- 
care workers should understand how viruses 
work, how they are transmitted and the dangers 
posed to their patients if they should be exposed 
to somebody actively shedding the virus.”

Country Club Hills Mayor 
Dwight Welch said Monday 
that investigators are seek- 
ing the cell phones of Chris 
Kelly and the girlfriend who 
drove him to a hospital after 
he apparently suffered an 
overdose over the weekend. 

Welch said the two had 
been sending text messages 
back and forth before Clarissa Flores-Buhelos found 
Kelly slumped over the wheel of his Cadillac Escalade 
in a lumber yard in Country Club Hills on Friday 
night. Kelly— once a top aide for former Gov Rod 
Blagojevich— died the next morning. 

Welch has said the messages are key to piecing 
together the events leading to Kelly’s death. According 
to the mayor, Kelly told the girlfriend he wanted to 
kill himself 

“We are going through the process of filing the 
necessary documents. Someone has his cell phone,” 
Welch said. 

The mayor said police also are trying to locate 
the keys of Kelly’s 2007 Cadillac. A man described 
only as having gray hair and dubbed a “mystery man” 
by the mayor unsuccessfully tried to pick up the 
Escalade from the hospital, keys in his hand, Welch 
said. 

Country Club Hills Police Chief Regina Evans has 
reviewed surveillance tape from Oak Forest Hospital 
this morning, hoping to identify the man, Welch said. 
He said the tape was “very revealing.” 

Kelly, 51, died Saturday morning after being trans- 
ferred from Oak Forest Hospital to Stroger. An autop- 
sy conducted Sunday was inconclusive, and toxicology 
tests are pending. Police have said Tylenol wrappers and 
a large container of pills were found in Kelly’s SUV 

Welch took some verbal heat from Flores-Buhelos’ 
attorney Sunday for telling a news conference she had 
“lawyered up” and was not cooperating with police. 

Monday, Evans sat down with the girlfriend and her 
attorney As she left, Evans would only say “the wit- 
ness is cooperating but the investigation continues. 
That’s all I have to say”

If your morning shower doesn’t wake you up, 
this sure might: Dangerous bacteria may be 
spraying out of your shower head and right into 
your face, according to a new study 

Healthy people probably don’t need to 
panic. But the opportunistic microbes, which 
thrive in the dark and wet environment of a 
shower head, might cause problems for some. 
If you’re pregnant, a substance abuser or 
otherwise immune-compromised with cys- 
tic fibrosis, cancer, AIDS or a recent organ 
transplant, you maybe at risk, the researchers 
said in the findings published in this month’s 
Proceedings of the National Academy of 
Sciences. 

The main culprit is an organism called 
Mycobacterium avium, a relative of the bacteria 
that causes tuberculosis. M. avium infections 
are increasingly common, perhaps because we 
take more showers than baths. Unlike baths, 
shower heads spray tiny, aerosolized particles 
that can be inhaled into the lungs. 

The research team from the University of 
Colorado, which previously warned us that M. 


SO NOW WHAT? 

Changing your shower head two to four times 
a year or switching to a metai one shouid heip 
reduce the accumuiation of bacteria, said 
Feazei, adding that many peopie have decades- 
oid shower heads. Bathing is a good option 
because the water dropiets are too iarge to 
penetrate into the iungs, making it iess iikeiy 
you’ii inhaie a pathogen. And ietting the water 
run a few minutes might fiush out the bugs. 

avium was lurking in the soap scum on vinyl 
shower curtains, sampled 45 shower heads in 
homes, apartments, hotels, hospitals and pub- 
lic gyms in cities across the country, including 
Chicago. They found that the shower heads 
don’t just harbor the potentially infectious 
microbes; they enrich their growth. 

“We saw some exceptionally dirty ones 
in hotels,” said study author Leah Feazei. 
Unfortunately, shower heads have nooks 
and crannies that make them hard to clean. 
Products with bleach can temporarily remove 
many microbes, but they just grow back. 


Details of Daley’s White House visit 


President Obama and First Lady Michelle 
Obama will welcome Mayor Daley and Olympic 
athletes to the White House on Wednesday 
to promote Chicago’s bid to host the 2016 
Summer Games. 

The event, planned for the South Lawn, also 
will draw representatives of Chicago 2016, the 
city’s bid committee, and World Sport Chicago, 
a non-profit that is advancing Chicago’s 
Olympic hopes and promoting youth sports. 

Olympic and paralympic athletes will dem- 
onstrate their sports after the president and 
first lady speak. The event is at 2 p.m. Chicago 
time. 

On Friday the White House announced 
that Mrs. Obama will lead a delegation to 
Copenhagen for the Oct. 2 vote on which 
bid city— Chicago, Madrid, Tokyo or Rio de 
Janeiro— wins the Games. The balloting is done 
by the International Olympic Committee. 


THE NEED FOR SUPPORT 

When it comes to Olympic bids, high-profile 
lobbyists have held sway in the past. Britain’s 
Tony Blair and Russia’s Vladimir Putin helped 
persuade IOC members before their countries 
won Olympic Games set for 2012 and 2014. 

Mrs. Obama will travel with Chicagoan 
Valerie Jarrett, a top Obama adviser who chairs 
the White House office of Olympic, Paralympic 
and Tbuth Sport. 

Before the White House event, the partici- 
pating athletes will visit a school in Washington, 
DC., and suburban Woodbridge, Va., to 
talk about the Olympic movement and the 
Obama administration’s commitment to ser- 
vice and to expanding constructive activities, 
including sports, to schools, the White House 
said.

“He 
was playing well in the game before he 
went down with the injury Even after the 
injury to his hand, the competitor in him 
wanted to continue to play. It’s a tough 
break. There’s no way around it, but he’s 
been injured before, and he’s come back 
before.” 

With six-time Pro Bowler Uriacher 


out. Hunter Hillenmeyer is expected 
to start at middle linebacker this week 
when the Bears host defending cham- 
pion Pittsburgh. The Bears also signed 
linebacker Tim Shaw, who got cut by 
Jacksonville this month, to a one-year deal 
on Monday 

The injury to Uriacher occurred in the 
first quarter of Sunday night’s 21-15 loss at 
Green Bay, though it was not clear when. 
Uriacher, 31, briefly shook his wrist after 
tackling Packers running back Ryan Grant 
late in the period, though Smith said he 
wasn’t sure when it happened.

NEW YORK Normally so cool, so consistent, so in control 
of his emotions and his matches, Roger Federer let the 
U.S. Open championship slip from his grasp. 

Two points from victory against inexperienced, unher- 
alded Juan Martin del Potro of Argentina, two points 
from a sixth consecutive title at Flushing Meadows and a 
record-extending i6th Grand Slam overall, Federer, quite 
simply, fell apart Monday 

He railed at the chair umpire. His legs grew weary His 
double-faults mounted. He could not figure out a way 
to stop the 6 -foot- 6 del Potro from pounding forehand 
after forehand past him. In a result as surprising for who 
lost as how it happened, the sixth-seeded del Potro came 
back to win his first Grand Slam title by upsetting the 
No. i-seeded Federer 3-6, 7-6 (5), 4-6, 7-6 (4), 6-2. 

“Can’t have them all,” Federer said. 

He had won 40 consecutive matches at Flushing 
Meadows. He had won 33 of his previous 34 Grand Slam 
matches. And he has made the final at 17 of the past 18 
Grand Slam tournaments, 21 overall.

Quite a few public figures exist on 
Hilton’s hit list, as anyone can tell after 
reading perezhilton.com — “Hollywood’s 
Most-Hated Web Site!” Among Hilton’s 
favorite targets are Lily Allen (“cheap ho”), 

Sienna Miller (“Sluttyienna”), Mischa Barton (“Mushy 
Fartone”), Rumer Willis (“Potato Head”) and, just last 
week, Willis’ mother, Demi Moore (“slightly senile”). 

His barbs aimed earlier this year at Michael Jackson, 
former Miss California Carrie Prejean and will.i.am cre- 
ated possibly the biggest backlash he’s weathered since 
launching his blog in 2004 and outing Neil Patrick 
Harris and Lance Bass as being gay 

But Hilton doesn’t just use his blog to spout vitriol 
at all the celebrities he dislikes. He also supports those 
he loves, a practice that has led to his latest venture, 
the Perez Hilton Presents Tour, which stops Saturday 
at Metro. The tour is an offshoot of his new music label, 
Perezcious Music, and includes his first signed act, the 
French singer Sliimy (sounds like Jimmy). 

The tour and label are just part of the expanding 
brand that is making Hilton a celebrity, although he 
doesn’t agree with the label. 

“I wouldn’t use the word celebrity, no,” he corrected. 
“I think Fm, if anything, a personality, maybe, or well- 
known or well-read. I don’t like that word, ‘celebrity’ 
because I would rather be known as a blogger or an 
entertainer because I actually work really, really, really, 
really, really, really hard.” 

His work day, he said, begins around 4 a.m. when he 
surfs the Internet and digs through his e-mail for mate- 
rial for the blog. He rarely has a day off and just this year 
began employing others to help with the blog, although 
he refused to say how many “I have my sister and ‘help.’ 
That’s all I say” 

The results of his work are evident. Perezhilton.com 
gets more than 10 million unique visitors per month. 


according to Henry Copeland, president 
of BlogAds, which handles advertising 
for Hilton. In August, Hilton launched a 
second blog, cocoperez.com, “like, where 
celebrity meets fashion,” Hilton said. 
He does two daily gossip reports, called 
Radio Perez, for Citadel Broadcasting, 
and is working on a new idea for a TV 
entertainment show. 

In July, Hilton teamed with Warner 
Bros. Records to create Perezcious Music, 
a project Hilton said has been two years 
in the making. 

Hilton has bolstered the careers of several pop acts, 
including Lady Gaga, Katy Perry, Mika and Adele. But 
he’s quick to thank his readers for turning him on to 
new music. Hilton says he receives up to 40 e-mails a 
day recommending music that his readers — mostly col- 
lege-educated white women in their 20s, according to 
Copeland— think he will enjoy 

“I don’t read any music blogs. I don’t read any music 
magazines,” Hilton said. “I just listen to everything that 
is sent to me. ... Most of it is garbage, but every once in 
awhile you do come across something really good.” 

According to Robin Bechtel, the former head of new 
media and business ventures at Warner Bros. Records 
who persuaded chairman Tom Whalley to give Hilton 
his own label, the blogger has “great ears.” 

“If Perez likes something,” Bechtel said, “it’s prob- 
ably going to break.” 

It has yet to be seen if Hilton will help the career of 
20 -year-old Parisian Sliimy, real name Yanis Sahraoui, 
who gets his first live U.S. exposure during the Chicago 
stop of the Perez Hilton Presents Tour. 

As far as Hilton’s concerned, artists on his label won’t 
have to worry about any backlash against the boss. (He 
is working to sign other artists that he will announce 
sometime next year, he says.) 

“Whether people are talking smack {and} saying 
negative things about me or not, I will at least get atten- 
tion for my artists,” he said, adding that he feels all the 
artists on his tour deserve a fair listen. “ Y)u’re not sup- 
porting me. You’re supporting the music and it should 
be supported because all of these acts are so amazing.”

Word wars, threats of lawsuits and even fists won’t stop blogger Perez Hilton 
from doing what he says is simply his job-reporting on the private lives of 
public figures. (As far as he’s concerned, only medical information should 
stay private.) And although Hilton admits he was saddened and hurt by 
attacks against him this year, he claims he has gained no empathy for the 
celebrities about whom he dishes. 

“I went through a lot this year where people didn’t like me and you know 
what? I don’t care,” he said. “It’s really refreshing not to give a [bleep] what 
people think.” Here’s a look at a few of the battles Hilton has fought in 2009.

Will.l.Am 

His use of a gay slur against will.i.am at a June 
22 after party for the MuchMusic Awards caused 
the Black Eyed Peas road manager, Liborio “Polo” 
Molina, to retaliate by punching Hilton in the 
face. Hilton filed a lawsuit alleging battery and 
intentional infliction of emotional distress against 
Molina, who was charged by Toronto police in the 
incident. Hilton says he was wrong to use the gay 
slur, and issued an apology to “the gay community,” but not to will.i.am, 
who, he said, “is a moron.” 



Miss California 

He trashed then-Miss California Carrie Prejean for 
saying marriage should be between a man and a 
woman. He claims she “is more famous now than 
the actual Miss USA winner” because he called 
her a “dumb bitch,” although he found the angry 
e-mails he received from Christian conservatives 
really annoying. 



Michael Jackson 

He accused Michael Jackson of faking it on 
the day he died, writing, “Heart attack or cold 
feet?” He later changed the post to be less 
cynical. The post led to an “unfollow Perez” cam- 
paign on Twitter, which actually netted him more 
followers. 



Dustin Lance Black 

He posted photos of Oscar-winning “Milk” screen- 
writer Dustin Lance Black having unprotected sex 
with a porn actor. After being threatened with a 
privacy invasion lawsuit he took them down. 



Rumer Willis 

He calls the eldest daughter of Bruce Willis 
and Demi Moore “Potato Head” because 
she is “really ugly on the inside.” When it 
was suggested his reasoning behind the state- 
ment made no sense, he huffed and said, “I don’t 
like people who are famous for being famous.” 
(He does, however, like Spencer and Heidi 
Pratt-who incidentally are famous for being 
famous-because “at least they have a sense of humor.”) 



Demi Moore 

In his latest spat with a celebrity, Hilton last week 
responded to Demi Moore’s tweets on Twitter in 
which she took him to task for posting links to 
images of her scantily clad 15-year-old daughter, 
Tallulah Willis. Moore called him a pornographer 
and he threatened to sue her for “libelous, defama- 
tory, inaccurate and stupid allegations.”
